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441—93.119(239B) PROMISE JOBS family development.   PROMISE JOBS family development
services are support services, other than FaDSS, for PROMISE JOBS families at risk of long-term
dependency on public assistance. The services are designed to promote, empower, and nurture the
family to self-sufficiency and healthy reintegration into the community. PROMISE JOBS family
development services shall be provided by a family development specialist certified by the University
of Iowa College of Social Work, National Resource Center on Family-Based Services, or provided
under a plan that has been approved by the family development and self-sufficiency council of the
department of human services.

PROMISE JOBS may arrange for family development services from entities that meet one of the
above criteria wherever these are available.

Acceptance of family development services by participants is voluntary except as described at
subparagraph 93.109(2)“b”(5).
